Such is the depressing’ picture of 
Eton given by Mr. Oscar Browning, 
who had sixty years of schoolmaster- 
in at Eton and Cambridge, in his 
“Memories of Sixty Years’ (Lane). 
Mr. Browning did much to improve 
the general conditions for the scholar 
at Eton. But it is a curious fact that 
the poet Swinburne, who was in “‘O. 
B.’s” division as a boy, refused to 
meet the latter afterwards, because he 
said he was an Kton master wuo had 
the power to flog boys. This did not 
happen to be true, but it serves to 
illustrate the sensitiveness of the 
great poet in regard to cruelty. 

Talking of Swinburne, Mr. Brown- 
ing says, ‘He was very weak .and 
frail, and certainly not bullies. He 
took no part in games, being, indeed, 
little fitted for tnem; but in those 
days games did not form so important 
a part of our scnool life as tney do 
Swinburne was generally late 
for school, and 1 remember Cookesley 
calling out to him one day, ‘Here you 
are, little Swinburne, late again.’ | 
have been told that Cookesiey once 
saluted his appearance with the ex- 
clamation, ‘Here comes the rising 
sun,’ alluding to his red hair.” 

Curiously enough, Mr. Browning 
himself was never considered to have 
much chance of long life. He was 
born prematurely apparently dead 
“That child is not dead,’ said the 
nurse; and with a hearty blow she 
made me squeal,” he says. “And to 
this treatment I owe the fact that 1 
am able to write these memvirs at the 
age of seventy-two.” 

Mr. Browning refers to a visit which 
he paid to Mr. Baifour’s seat at Whit- 
tingehame. ‘‘Arthur was then twenty- 
two years of age,” he says, “and 
remember. him telling me, as we went 
by train to Edinburgh, that the doc- 
tors had assured him he could not pos- 
sibly, live t irty. 
of which have now an 
minded him during his career.” 

It was Mr. Browning’s aim to be 4 
sort of tutor to statesmen, and he 
came into contact with many meu 
who have risen to eminence in the 
political world. He knew Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, and_ recalls 
how he was the only man present at 
a miscroscope lecture who had the 
pluck to lauce his arm that blood 
might be provided for an experiment. 

With ‘lennyson ‘“O.B.””) was’ ob 
terms of intiniacy, visiting him often 
at Farringford. ‘‘Tennyson’s study 
was at the ton of the house, and I 
have often sat with him there, tins of 
tobacco lying about the floor. He al- 
ways smoked a long churchwarden 
pipe, which, if I remember rightly, hea 
never used. more than once.” 

Mr. Browning pays a charming tri- 
bute to Mrs. Tennyson, who watched 
over her husband with such unceas- 
ing care. Here is his picture of hi» 
first meeting with her. 

“At the end of a table stood a lady. 
the most beautiful, I thought, 1 had 
ever seen. I looked at her as the lit- 
tle peasant children look at the vision 
of the Virgin. I felt inclined to run 
away, as if I was‘not worthy to be 
introduced to anyone so faultlessly 
pure. But her countenance bore evi- 
dent traces of physical suffering.” 

Mr. Browning was on intimate terms 
with his namesake, Robert Browning, 
and in connection with this friendship 
he tells an amusing story. On one or 
two occasions Mr. Browning has tried 
to get into Parliament, and once stood 
against his old pupil, Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain, for East Worcestershire. 
When, at the second attempt, he stool 
for a South London constituency. he 
was unconsciously opposed by another 
of the same name. 


“IT was described in my posters as | 


Oscar Browning, M.A.,” he says 
“and two electors were overheard <is- 
cussing what this meant. One said, 
‘Who is this Browning, M.A.?’ The 
other replied, ‘As far as I can make 
out, he is a kind of curate.’ When I 
was driving through the street in a 
wagonette, two portly gentlemen, with 
umbrellas and bags in their hands— 
evidently middle-aged city clerkr— 
turned round towards me, hissed vio- 


lently, and sibilated the word ‘Poet"’ | 


thinking, I suppose, that I was Rob- 
ert.” 


Golf and mountaineering form the 
two favorite pastimes of Mr. Brown. 
ing and in connection with these he 
tells a couple of amusing tales. Qn 
one occasion he had to remonstrate 
with the keeper of an obscure Italian 
inn on the length of a bill, and assur- 
ed him that no one would come to his 
hotel if he charged like, that. The 
innkeeper replied that aftér carefully 
considering the matter in all its bear- 


ings he had decided that no one would | 
come in any case, and therefore he | 
had better charge when he had the | 


chance. 

Like a good many other things at 
Cambridge, the golf club was founded 
by Mr. Browning, and on one occa- 
sion he went the round with a Scotch 
professional. At the end of it the 
needlessly frank Caledonian remark- 
ed, “Well, yer‘verra. bad, and ye'll 
never be any better.’

The balaenidae, or whale- 
bone whales, are distinguished by 
the absence of teeth, and by the 
presence of baleen or whalebone in 
the mouth. The typical representa- 
tive of this family is the common, or 
Greenland whale, so valuable on 
account of the oil and whalebone 
which it furnishes. It is principally 
found in the arctic seas, but is also 
found in considerable numbers 
many other parts of the world. Its 
length averages about 60 feet, while 
its greatest circumference from 30 to 
40 feet. 

Allied to the Greenland whale is 
the rorqual. It often measures about 
100 feet in length and from 30 to 40 
feet in circumference. Of the phys- 
eteridae whale, of catodontidae, the 
best known specie is the sperm whale 
or cachalot, which averages trom 50 
to 70 feet in length. Some species of 
the Delphinidae or dolphin family are 
also known as whales. 

Whale fishing for the sake of the 
oil and whalebone bas been an im- 
portant industry since the twelfth 
century.

The instrument used ‘is called a 
harpoon. Tbis'is attached to «a line 
and thrown at the whale by hand, so 
as to transfix it, or discharged from 
a small swivel cannon placed in a 
boat. Theso with the necessary lines 
boats, etc., are all the apparatus re- 
quired for capturing the whale. 

When captured, the mammal is 
docked and cut up preparatory for 
the distributing and refining process.

The Ro- 
man Catholic fathers, indeed, say 
that it is a teacning of tne gospel by 
means of tabieaux represeutiug the 
great passion. 

“We teach the great central truths 
of Christian faitns by a combination 
of the powers of the church and the

It 
was at tnree in the afternoon of a 
sunny summer day that the great fes- 
tival «ammenced, a replica of which 
will be given uext year. ‘Ihe fathers 
had helu special services in the reser- 
vatiuun for tve days prcviousiy, 
bringing the Indiaus up to tne 
proper state of mind for tne solemn 
occasion. As the hour struck the 
multitude of red mew and women 
took their places in the long proces- 
sion which was to pass around each 
group. There were old patriarchs and 
wrinkled dames who saw tne light 
before Queen Victoria went to the 
throne of Great britain; there were 
oung mothers with papooses on their 
tacke, their stolid husbands by their 
sides; young dashing bucks and rouu 
jimbed, black-eyed maidens and hun- 
dreds of neatly-dressed school chil- 
dren. 

Before the procession started a 
priest addressed the Indians in Chi- 
nook, the language of barter be 
tween whites and reds on the north- 
ern Pacific coast. Some Indians from 
ther interior did not understand this 
nd for their benefit the address 
was translated into ‘“‘Stalo.” 

“As you pass each group represent- 
ing the passion and death of our 
biessed Lord and Saviour, remember 
your sins,” said tne father impres- 
sively. 

To the sound of a weird chant the 
cortage began its march. An Indian 
called out to the spectators that the 
march was styled “The ‘Vay to the 
Cross,” whither the procession led. 
Thomas Michael, a widely known 
Indian of the Sechelt tribe, led the 
way carrying the heavy cross. Be- | 
hind the uplifted emblem of Chris- 
tianity walked sisters in black and 
mission girls in light-dlored frocks. | 
Then followed the representatives of | 
the thirty tribes, each with thé chief 
at the head, in tribal order. The 
priests walked between the lines and | 
encouraged the ‘chanting, which was 
kept up continuously for a couple of 
hours! or more. 

During all this time the Sechelt 
Indians and others who composed the 
thirtee tableaux. had to remain pos- 
ed, while the great procession passed 
slowly from group to group.

PLANT CIRCULATION, 
Comparable With the Circulation of 


Blood tn Animals. 


Tt is gener known that. plants 
have a circulation comparable with 
é circulation of blood in animals, 


{ but it is not so well known that their 


force of liquid propulsion is vastly 
greater than any animal’s blood pres- 
sure, even the elephant’s. The force 


‘of an animal’s blood as it circulates 


through the largest arteries is incap- 
able of raising a column of water over 


seven feet high, whereas the force of | 


a plant’s sap, even of a small vine. 


can raise a column of water from forty | 


to eighty feet high, exerting a pressure 
of over two atmospheres. 

The way this is shown in the labora- 
tory is to tear off a small branch of a 
tree and fix it air tight into a rather 
large short tube filled with water. To 
the bottom end of the thick tube is 
attached a small thin tube filled with 
colored water and having its lower 
end immersed in a vessel of colored 
water. 
the rate of absorption of fluid by a 
plant. The colored water is seen to 
rise in the small tube at a compara- 
tively rapid rate, an inch or so a min- 
ute. To show the height to which the 
| pressure can force water, a tube has 
to be fitted into the bark of a plant 
and the root supplied with water.

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CONQUEST OF KHIVA 


A BLOODY CHAPTER IN HISTORY 
OF RUSSIA IN ASIA. 


The Burning Desert Exacted a Heavy 
Tribute Before the Power of the 
Czar Was Finally Acknowledged In 
the Oasis—Khiva Is an Old Town 
and Its Archaeological Record Goes 
Back to 8,000 B.C. \ 


The conquest ¢f Khiva by Russia 
caused a greater outlay of blood than’ 
the subjugation of any other part of 
Turkeston. Khiva, which is an oasis 
in the desert, lies between 300 ant 
400 miles from Merv, across one of the 
dryest and dreariest wastes in all 
Asia. The city has always been an 
Important one and from time immem 
orial has transacted a large trade in 
cattle, horses, camels, sheep and goats, 
es well as the products derived from 
them. According to archaeologists 
cereals were cultivated in Khiva more 
than 8,000 years before Christ; and 
cattle, horses, camels and pigs were 
domesticated by the early inhabitants 
between 7900 and 8,000 years before 
the Christian era. 

The Russians first came into contact 


with the Khivans during thé early 
part of the 17th century. In 1620 a 
band of Cossacks plundered a caravan 
of Khivan merchants and, having 


found out from them about the wealth 
of their city, dashed across the desert 
and raided the town, which was taken 
absolutely by surprise and suffered an 
entirely new experience. The Cossacks 
loaded a thousand carts with their 
spoils and carried off a thousand wo- 
men, but soon paid the penalty of 
their audacity. Their success male 
them reckless, and a band of Kirghiz. 
starting in pursuit, drove them into 
the desert, where all those who were 
not cut down in their saddles perished 
of thirst. The memory of their exploit 
is one of the most vivid pages in Khii- 
van history. 

It was a long time before the Cos- 
sacks of the Don learned the fate of 
their comrades, and, when the knowl- 
edge came to them, they sent another 
expedition of 2,000 warriors to punish 
the Khivans, but most of them died in 
the desert. A third expedition fared 
even worse, for those who survived the 


| perils of thirst and starvation were 


captured and made slaves by the 
Khivans. Several managed to escape 
and found their .—y back to Russia, 
from whom a_ knowledge of Khiva 
came to Peter the Great. 

Soon afterward the enterprising 
sovereign received information from 
the Governor of Siberia that gold was 
to be found along the valley of the 
Amu Daria and two expeditions were 
fitted out to explore the country, one 
starting from Siberia. and the other 
from the Caucasus. The former went 
as far as the valley of the Syr Darin. 
The latter fell into the same trap in 
which the Cossacks had been caught, 
and those who survived the desert 
were apportioned among their captors 
as slaves. The Khan of Khiva sent 
the head of Prince Bekovitch, the 
commander of the Russian exvedition 
as a present to the Emir of Kokhara, 
who, however, was afraid to accept it: 

These events advertised Khiva to 
the world, and several venturesom? 
spirits marnacved to cross the desert and 
reach the city. Some of them were al- 
lowed to escane alive, others were de- 
tained in bondage, and the enslave- 
ment of several Russian adventurers 
who fell into the hands of the Khivans 
caused Russie to undertake a new ex. 
pedition ¢n 1829. 

An army of 5,000 men with 10,09 
camels attempted to cross the desert 
but they were obliged to turn back be- 
fore they got half way, and one-third 
of those who started reached the shores 
of the Caspian in a wretched, starv- 
ing condition, with only 1,000 of their 
camels. In 1840 another attempt was 
made, and up to 1869 and 1870 there 
were constant and serious causes of 
provocation. : 

The Khivans defied the Czar and all 
his army, and felt themselves entirely 
protected by the fortifications with 
which nature had encomnassed them 
in the form of a desert. In 1872, how- 
ever, a new exnedition was sent out

the column advanced explorers were 
sent ahead to find water and to dig 
wells in anticipation of the approach 
of the troops.

Much ammunition and 
stores which had to be sbandoned 
were buried in the sand with the in- 
tention of sending out detachments to 
recover them. Of the 12,000 camels 
with which the expedition started only 
1,200 survived, and only 12 or 15 
horses out of several thousand. When 
half his men were lost Kaufmann’s 
imperious spirit was sunk, so deeply 
in despair that he wrote a pitiful vale- 
dictory exelening and defending his 
action, and gave orders that if any- 
thine should happen to him the com 
mand of the remnant of the expedition 
was to be given, not to Gen. Golo- 
vatcheff, the next in rank, but to Col. 
Trotzky, his chief of staff.

WILL BE LARGEST IN DISTRICT 


Excavation Is About Completed— 
“Work on the Structure Will 
Immediately Follow 


The contract for the big 
opera house to be erecected in 
Blairmore has just been award- 
ed to Frayer & Sinclair. 

The excavation work for this 
building is about completed and 
work on the construction’ of 
Blairmore’s large opera house 
will commence immediately. 

The opera house which will 
be the largest in the district 
will also be one of the best in 
Alberta. The building Will be 
one hundred and ten feet long 
and fifty-six feet wide with a 
full size basement. |The stage 
will be 46x24 feet. An asbestos 
curtain together with’ several 
others beautifully hand painted 
will be installed. Several box- 


'. les will be erected on the main 


floor near the stage. The main 
floor will be of maple. There 
will be an end gallery while in 
the basement will be the fur- 
nace and a large number of 
dréssing rooms. 

This building will be complet- 
ed this winter and will provide 
ample accommodation for over 
eight hundred people.

‘The Human Hand | Discovered at 
Bellevue Last Week May be 
That of Mrs. Connelly’s 


BEEN MISSING NEARLY 2 YEARS 


The Cause of*Her Disappearance 
Is Shrouded in Mystery— 
Hand Badly Decayed 


The human hand found in 
Bellevue last week is not be- 
lieved to be the result of a foul 
murder recently enacted there 
but is thought te be the hand 
of Mrs. Connelly who was miss- 
ing from Bellevue since the 
winter of 1908—09. 

Many of our readers will re- 
member that about two yeurs 
ago Mrs. Connelly was sudden- 
ly missed from her home and 
her friends became alarmed. 
A search at once ensued and al- 
though many efforts were made 
to discover her whereabouts no 
trace of her could be found, and 
Mrs. Connelly’s disappearance 
has ever since been shrouded 
in mystery. 

There is no flesh on the hand 
but all the bones are in fairly 
good condition and when taken 
to the doctor Fo it 
to be the hand of an elderly 
person and one who was sub- 
jected to rheumatism. 
strengthens the belief that the 
hand is that of Mrs. Connelly 


and suffered considerably from 
rheumatism.
